1178 LOCUS POLL 

There were between 700 and 800 Locus polls 
returned this year (I keep getting different 
totals each time I count them). As usaal, 
there were more nomination ballots than the Hugo 
and Nebulas combined. Points were counted in the 
following way: eight points for a first place 
vote, seven for a second place vote, etc. This 
method weighs the result slightly to placement 
but more to total votes than a one to five system 
would. A first place vote is worth twice as much 
as a fifth place vote instead of five times as 
much. We have given total votes and total first 
place votes as well as total points. In the 
ongoing categories, we've also added last year's 
placement. More totals will be announced next 
issue. BEST NOVEL 

The number of novels nominated dropped from 
94 to 92 this year — not really significant 
except there were fewer new titles (470 in 1976, 
445 in 1977) published. Two thirds of the new 
books were novels. 

For the first time. Locus readers did not 
agree with those who nominate for the Hugos and 
Nebulas. (H stands for Hugo nominee, N for Nebula 
nominee) Only two Nebula nominees and two Hugo 
nominees are among the top five places. GATEWAY, 
the only novel nominated for both, was the easy 
winner. Hardcover originals dominated the list 
again. Only four of the top ten books appeared 
as serials. You have to go to eleventh place 
to find an original paperback. The Book Club 
offered seven of the top ten titles, but most 
of those were higher priced alternates. The 
facts are clear; if you want the top novels when 
they're new, be prepared to look for hardcover 
originals. 

BEST FANTASY NOVEL 

There were so many fantasy novels published 
last year, we split the novel category into two 
parts. Fifty-three fantasy novels were nominated 
although only the fourteen listed got significant 
votes. Only three (including THE SWORD OF SHAN- 
NARA which was simultaneously published in hard¬ 
cover) were paperback originals. The top four 
titles plus A SPELL FOR CHAMELEON made up the 
fantasy ballot for the Gandalf award. Although 
horror fiction is very popular, only two of the 
finalists fit into that category. 

BEST NOVELLA 

~ There were only 22 novellas' nominated this 
year as opposed to 49 last year. I guess they're 
just not writing them anymore. Eight of the 
thirteen finalists are from the magazines. Last 
year , nine of the top thirteen appeared first in 
the magazines. Five of the thirteen finalists, 
including the top two, are parts of novels. The 
funny letters after some titles indicate Hugo 
nominee (H); Nebula nominee (N); appears in THE 
1978 ANNUAL WORLDS' BEST SF edited by Donald 
Wollheim (W), THE BEST SF STORIES OF THE YEAR 
edited by Gardner Dozois (D), Terry Carr's BEST 
SF OF THE YEAR or YEAR'S FINEST FANTASY (C). 

John Varley was the only author to place two 
novellas on the final list. All the Hugo and 
Nebula nominees are on the list. 

BEST SHORT FICTION 

The combined novelette and short story cate¬ 
gory drew only 114 nominations compared to 234 
different stories mentioned last year. Two Hugo 
nominees — "Lauralyn" by Randall Garrett and 
"Time-Sharing Angel" by James Tiptree.Jr — did 
not get sufficient votes to make the list. The 
same was true of Nebula nominee "The Hibakusha 
Gallery" by Ed Bryant. Another Nebula nominee, 
"Tin Woodman" by Bailey & Bischoff was actually 
published in 1976. At one time, the results 
from the Locus poll, the Hugo nominations and the 
Nebula nominations were essentially the same. All 
three are now quite different. Six of the seven 
stories in the Dozois anthology appear on the 
final list as do six out of ten from the Wollheim 
anthology, six out of nine from the Carr SF an¬ 
thology, and four out of tpn from the Carr fan¬ 
tasy anthology. 

BEST MAGAZINE 

Combining professional and non-professional 
magazines into a single category made little dif¬ 
ference in the final listings although total nom¬ 
inations dropped from 192 to 99. Isaac Asimov 's 
was clearly the most popular of the new. mag¬ 
azines. Cosmos did well, but alas, will not be 
present again next year. Aside from the five 
magazines appearing on the list for the first 
time, Galileo was the only magazine to improve its 
standing. F & SF Seems to have a lock on 
first place. 

BEST BOOK PUBLISHER 

There were sixty-one nominations in this 
category as opposed to sixty-two last year. The

Citing an economic climate that has 
made it "increasingly difficult to op¬ 
erate profitably on a separate basis", 
Charles Scribner's Sons and Atheneum 
have announced that they will merge 
before the end of the year. The two 
publishing houses will share sales, 
warehousing, shipping and office facil¬ 
ities, but will continue to operate as 
separate divisions. They hope the move 
will forstall takeover attempts by a 
conglomerate so that editorial indepen¬ 
dence may be preserved. 

Pressure from both individual authors 
and the Authors Guild was instrumental 
in Houghton Mifflin's decision to buy 
back 10.2% of its own stock from Western 
Pacific Industries. Howard A. Newman, 
WPI's chairman and chief executive 
officer, cited "concern expressed. . .by 
the Authors Guild regarding the impor¬ 
tance of publishers remaining indepen¬ 
dent" in the announcement of the agree¬ 
ment between the two companies. The 
Authors Guild, concerned that WPI's 
stock purchase might result in acqui¬ 
sition of the independent Boston pub¬ 
lisher, had alerted the Justice Depart¬ 
ment and the Federal Trade Commission 
to the possibility of antitrust viola¬ 
tion; while a number of Houghton Mif¬ 
flin's principal authors -- including 
Saul Bellow — issued their own state-

The National Endowment for the Arts is hand¬ 
ing out grants to publishers and writers. As far 
as I know,none of this is going to sf types,but 
this isn't because there's a rule against it, 
only because sf types don't apply. Grants avail¬ 
able include up to $5,000 for magazines.up to 
$10,000 for small presses,similar amounts for 
individual writers. They are given under the 
“Literature" rubric,which is generally inter 
preted to mean either publication of fiction or 
poetry or critical works about fiction or poetry, 
I think Locus would have trouble qualifying be¬ 
cause it is a newsmagazine (sorry,Charlie),but 
Algol, for example,should be a prime prospect. 

As grant applications go,the forms are remark¬ 
ably easy to fill out. If in doubt, why not 
apply? The money's there... 

Please don't write to me for information, 
because I've just told you everything I know. 
Except how to do it: Write Information Pro¬ 
cessing Office,National Endowment for the Arts, 
2401 E St. NW,Washington DC 20506 and ask for 
a copy of "Application Guidelines:Literature". 
Don't wait,because applications must be in by 
certain deadlines (small presses,Oct. 3,maga¬ 
zines Nov. 15,fellowships for writers Feb. 15, 
1979,residencies for writers Mar. 15,1979.) Go 
get 'em,tiger!

Rusty Hevelin was fan guest of honor. He 
helped conduct the art auction, and presented a 
talk at the Sunday brunch. He discussed cri¬ 
teria used for selecting guests of honor at 
conventions, and concluded that such guests 
are often chosen for the wrong reasons. Guests 
are often chosen as a "drawing card"; or because 
their feelings would be hurt if they weren't 
chosen; or because they are friendly with con¬ 
vention organizers etc. The three criteria 
which should be used are; quality of work; 
quantity of work; variety of work. 

Cherryh's speech concerned the definition of 
"science fiction" and its place in the history 
of literature. She concluded that science fic-. 
tion is the latest in a long line of Romantic 
literature that started with works like Beowulf .
